Claims of Medicinal, Dental and

^'Impressions of London during an air 
raid are conveyed by Lieut. L. K. T>. 
Koelle, Arch. '17, with the 3rd Cana. 
dlan Brigade In Flngland, in a letter 
Just received by a member ot the edi- 
torial staff of .McGIll Dally. Lieut. 
Koelle was fortunate enough to bo in 
London at the time of the last Ger- 
man raid, and gives a vivid idea of 
the effect: of the aerial attack upon 
the British people. 

"I was in one of the famous Lon- 
don air raids, and when anyone strings 
you about tlie civilian population tak- 
ing them so calmly you can tell them 
I The -wealthy or better class 



take It as philosophically as a fire- 
works show, but the poor are abso- 
lutely panic-stricken. 

"It was on the Saturday at the end 
of a week of alr-ralda. and as the 
moon was still right for them 1 ex- 
pectecl one. The first Intimation I got 
of how "calmly* (as the papers say) 
the London public was taking these 
raids was at dusk. In -fact, from one 
or two hours before dusk large crowds 
commenced to gather at the mouths 
of the 'tube' entrances, consisting hap- 
pily of a large proportion of foreign- 
ers. You know wh.at a fireman's bene- 
fit picnic to St. Helen's Island looks 
like? Well, the crowds looked like 
that on a large .scale, with the un. 
fortunate eiïceptlon that Instead of 
wearing happy smiles, their faces bore 
a scared look, as If they had had 
the living Hell scared out of them. 
Prom tho father and mother down 
the ladder of years to the smallest 
child of the- family, all had their food. 
A polar expedition would, to my mind, 
require JIttle additional supplies, and 
the parcels varied In shape, size and 
contents In a remarkable degree. 

"The pater famlUas with a parcel 
that looked suspiciously as If It con- 
tained a long bottle, to the little boy 
or girl with a bag of sweets or bis- 
cuits, and down to the youngest mem- 
ber who carried a bottle without any 
concealment, but perhaps- containing a 
rather different fluid than that of the 
lîarent. Rugs, bable.s, stoves,- cush- 
ions, and even dish pans formed part 
of the equipment, while the costumes 
were funny or grotestque, and .would 
take pages to 'describe. 

"I was interested and amused in 
the proceedings.and after buying tick- 
ets for the Savoy Theatre, I proceeded

On the first page of to-day's "Daily" appears the text of an or- 
der regarding the exemption of Medical, Dental and Veterinary 
i students. It should be clearly understood that these exemptions are 
entirely conditional, and depend upon the student's continuing regu- 
larly in his course, passing in all examinations, and being reported 
at the middle and the end of each terin. All Medical students must 
report for service in thé same way as every other male subject of 
Canada of the required age. 

Although it is stated that the military representatives will not 
loppose a claim by a medical student for exemption, it is possible for 
|the tribunal before which he appears to refuse him exemption, '^but 
I this, of courae, is not likely to occu^. 

\ Besides the medical students, certain men of the Third and 
iPonrth Years in Chemistry and Chemical Engineering have been ex- 
empted by special request, and these students are subject to the 
same conditions, that is, they must ^ass all examinations and he re- 

iported on twice each session.

' Apprentices in the shops of the Bal- 
jtimore'and Ohio Railroad are given an 
'opportunity for selt-improvement in 
,a day-coach refitted ^ to serve as a 
jclassroom by the company. Light and 
jheat are furnished as weUi and the 
corporation even goes so far as to 
pay the boys wages for a portion of 
the time^ they spend in thia novel 
.school. 

' The Department of Education of 
New York Is interested in this plan 
to the extent of paying the saJaries of 
two instructors, one for the course in 
mathematics, the other for mechanical 
dranvlng, as these subjects form the 
curriculum of the school in the rail- 
road-car. • • 
' In order to afford the apprentices 
some free tim«, the, classes are held 
!on three days only, a total of six hours 
..each week, and the Interest of the 
lyoung fellows is held .by the fact .that 
|liistru<;tlon Is given to each according

How many students at- 
tending the Arts course at our great 
University have, given more than a 
passing thought to the Russian revo- 
lution with its world 'wide and all- 
embruclng influence? What does the 
ordinary student know about the bl- 
Ihicrual question, for example? In or- 
ler to substantiate my opinion, I stop- 
pcit the first six students whom I 
met In tho Arts Building one day last 
week, and usked what they knew of 
the Sinn Keln movement. Only one, 
a youth of Irish extraction, knew any- 
thing about the movement. It la ra- 
ther siRnlficant, I believe, that outside 
to the lecture room I have heard the 
war discussed only twice — and then in 
a half. hearted and apologetic man- 
ner. Of course, this does not reflect 
on the patriotism of the Arts stu- 
dents. With regard to the noble sac- 
rifice our fellow students ■ have made 
tor democracy and liberty, any sug- 
gestion of that kind would be heresy. 

The average student of to-day has 
no time to read and think about cur- 
rent topics. He never reads the news- 
papers (except the sporting page, when 
"Dringing up Father" happens to be 
on 11); ho Is too busy. Charlie Chap- 
lin is- at the Grand, and, of course. 
It would never do to miss him. He 
would like to look at the Literary 
Digest if only he could get the time. 
TocA bad, those dancing assembliet: 
come twice a week. 

These, I believe, In all sincerity, are 
tho existing conditions, and Inuamuch 
us I realize that criticism which of- 
fers no solution is mere fauit-findlng, 
I humbly and very nervously make 
the following suggestions: 

Tho average! student coming to 
the Arts course of our University to- 
day is by far too young. Without any 
sense of responsibility, wUhout real- 
izing what l.-t expected of him, with- 
out any. alms for tho future, he 
plunges Into an environment for which 
ho has no adequate equipment, for 
which he has had no previous train. 
Ing. An Arts course (the first year's 
at any rate, should not be, as It is 
to most of us, a continuation of High 
School, an advanced nursery, where 
kindly professors protect tender off- 
springs from the cares and worries of 
the wàrid until such time as they 
can abandon their swaddling clothes 
and decide upon a course of action 
for themselves. This may sound like 
an exaggeration, but many of my col- 
leagues during oijr Freshman year gave 
as their reason for being in Arts: "I 
have nothing else to do." • 

Supposing now, the entrance age. In- 
stead of being sixteen, as at present, 
were changed to eighteen, would not 
part of the difficulty be solved? A 
boy, graduating from High School, at 
the age ot fifteen .or sixteen, finds 
himself unable to enter college for two 
or three years. Ms It then an Illogical 
assumption to suppose he will spend 
this period In some useful occupation 
where he will come in contact with 
the world, where he will receive an 
antidote to the one-sided develop- 
ment which is brought about' by tho 
uninterrupted continuance ot school 
and college life? Is it also an unrea 
bonablc assumption to say that the two 
or three years spent among one's fel- 
low-mcn will give a direct purpose In 
lite; sympathetic views, and Interest 
in / social matters which' cannot but 
prove an Invaluable foundation upon 
which to buUd a superstructure with 
materlalsgained from an Arts course? 
Even if our High School graduate does 
not enter business in the Interim, the 
maturcr mind with which hé com- 
mences college would be a desirable 
asset, and it this unoccupied period 
had been spent In reading, results 
must accrue which would be tangibly 
good botlt for himself and the com- 
munity. 

But this is only^part of the difficul- 
ty. Having assembled a bo^y of stu- 
dents with definite interests. , with dis. 
tlnct alms and purposes,, we must 
take care not to deaden those vital 
Impulses from, which we expect so 
much. How best can we direct these 
tendencies toward the most deslratile 
goal? Surely, not In writing of dry 
notes, surely not in learning by heart 
lists ot names, to be forgotten, for- 
tunately, after an examinatipn. He 
needs something more forcible. The 
all-Important element appears , to me 
to be discussions at lectures. A 
more potent factor in the develàpment 
of a atudent la inconceivable. The 
general - expressions of opinion,' the 
reasoning out of different questions, 
under the guidance of the professor, 
is moat valuable. Kncouraglng an 
interest in the things around us (ot 
which the average A^ta student 
knows so little), stimulating us to 
thought, broadening our views, these 
discussions have the power of edu- 
cating and training along the lines 
most beneficial. What could be more 
6eneticial to a student than the en- 
lightenment he would receive from 
taking 'part Jn a diacuaalon with inr 
telligent claasmates, and an .pmnisclent 
professor ever ready to correct illogi- 
cal -views and conclusions?

A few lad- 
les mysteriously disappeared, while the 
majority went out to the theatre bar, 
M it was quite bomb proof, aad tM» 
could drown their sorrowa in demon 
alcohol. The warning had an oppo- 
site effect than the one it waa meant 
to convey as far aa the khaki-cla^ 
men in the theatrO! and WW all tore 
out on the street to see what we could 
see. 

"The anti-aircraft guns were mak. 
Ing a terrific din, while the sky as- 
sumed a 24th of May appevance, but 
apart from an occasional handful of 
shrapnel on the street, as far as a 
spectacle went, It was a dismal faU- 
ure. Of course, when the shrapnel 
fell eveVyone kept to the overhead 
cover of doorways, but In only excep- 
tional cases did anyone, including the 
women, exhibit any symptoms o* 
having the "wind-up.' 

"At ».80 the show carried on, al- 
though the raid was by no means over. 
The Invisible Foe' Is a j>lay whose 
main plot depends on the spiritualistic 
Idea of the influence of the dead over 
the living, and as such had several 
tense moments, when the house would 
be absolutely silent. During these 
critical moments In the play, came 
the bang, ^)ang, bang of the anti- 
aircraft guns, while at InterviJs .the 
deeper crash of an enem/ bomb would 
make the audience look silently at «pne 
another with a Balrnafather expres- 
sion on their faces, .denoting, iWhere 
did that one go?!' j-j l-'-' Hf.].J 

"The acting was exceptionally; good, 
aa mighti have been expected from 
anything produced and acted by H. 
B. Irving, and It was greatly to the 
credit of the female members of the 
cost thatf they carried on through 
the bombardment without a pause. I 
believe all the London actresses carry 
on acting during the raids except In 
theatres which are unsafe. When 
the show ended at about 10.46, the 
firing had ceased, except for a few 
shots now and again, but' the "all clear" 
notice had not yet been given. The 
stneets were almost empty, but a fair 
sprinkling' of foot pasaengers were 
about, as the busaea' had not started. 
Buss» and taxis stood about the 
streets In the oddest positions. Just 
ns If, as In Conan Doyle's story, the 
world had suddenly rolled Into a belt 
of poisoned gas, and the people had 
been killed at*thelr occupations. The 
only difference which struck me as 
rather amusing was that the 'dead' 
had mysteriously vanished, and a 
close inspection of neighboring .cel- 
lars would hayc.dlsçlpsed .many , a 
truant taxi or 'bùs' drTvèr sheltering 
with a few scared civilians and. girl 
■lius conductors, like a bunch of fright- 
ened rabbits. 

"In some parts of London hunks of 
>shrapnel lay about the streets or Im- 
bedded in the asphalt, and the next 
morning the kiddles were very busy 
collecting souvenirs. It seemed so 
unreal to be there In Ixmdon, the 
centre of modern civilisation, and yet 
to be under fire— bombarded— by the 
Huns, whose sole object seems to be 
to lower the morale of the people by 
killing harmless women and children. 
Eleven were klHed .th^ night, and 
about BO wounded, but the moral ef- 
fect, except among the foreigners, this 
promiscuous women.kllling seems to 
have is the opposite to the effect It Is 
Intended to produce, and as far as I 
can see, it has onlyv made the army 
more determined not ta take any prii 
oners, but to kill every time."

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The C.O.T.C. made another expedi- 
tion up Mount Royal last nlKht> Be- 
fore leaving the Campus, Captain Mc- 
Dougall. of "Of' Compaqy, «rave a 
practical demonstration of protection 
on the march, explaining with the help 
of the men of ''O** Company the forma- 
tion of an advance guard.

To brinar about a realisation of the 
ideal state Just described one funda 
mental change Is necessary. Until' the 
g:oyerninK power rests with the philo- 
sophers, it will be absolutely impus 
aible to perfèct\'the State. Proceed 
ing from this assumption, Plato, then 
explains that the true philosopher is 
not the man who Is satisfied, for ex 
ample, with studying the beauty of 
external forms, but Is he who In- 
quires into the nature of beauty it- 
self. Speaking of the value of philo- 
sophy, he tells the story of the men 
in the cave. He pictures a number 
of men chained In a cave, so that their 
bacl<s are toi the entrance. Outside 
the door is a bright fire, and between 
the fire and the mouth of the cave is 
a road, flanlced on the inside by a 
wall. Other men are passing along 
this road with bundles on their heads. 
The fence is high enough to hide the 
men, but allows the bundles to pass 
alon^r above it, and- consequently their 
shadows are cast on the wall of the 
cave> The prisoners . are speculating 
on the nature of the bundles from tiie' 
kind of shadows they cast. Suppose 
now, says Plato, that one prisoner 
is released and having been allowed 
to' see the bundles themselves, is then 
put back in his original place. At 
first his opinions are ridiculed, but 
gradually his companions begin to 
realise the advantage that he has over 
themselves, and his opinions . are th'sn 
respected and adopted. The man who 
was released is then compared by 
Plato to the man who has. a trie 
knowledge of philosophy and the ad-; 
vantage he has over his. companions 
Is compared to the advantage which 
the philosopher has over the ordinary 
cltlten. In time his opinions will be 
believed, and he will be given the 
supreme power. Until this time contes 
we cannot hope to understand the 
true nature of the perfect State.

Platenie Cycle. 

In the eighth book PlatQ or Socrates, 
rather, turns to a discussion of the 
different forms of political organiza- 
tion, and their corresponding men- 
tal analogies. , He describes all the 
forms of government as consisting of 
five great classes represented '>y 
Aristocracy, the rule 6^ the best; Tl- 
mocracy, the government of honour, 
and the military element Oligarchy, 
the government of . thé landed nobles; 
Democracy, the government of .the 
mob, and Tyranny, the government of 
a tyrant or despot. The arlstocratif 
form . of government, and the aris- 
tocratic man having already been 
dealt with, he begins with Timocracy 
and shows how each form of govern- 
ment has grown out of the form which 
preceded it In point of time, through 
a gradual -process of decay. Thus ar- 
istocracy, the perfect form of gov- 
ernment, is overthrown by the 
"spirit" or couratteous element in our 
nature, which becomes dominant In 
the form of a Timocracy. The love 
Of wealth then enters into the State, 
and the Timocracy becoi|»es , an obli- 
garchy, who, however. In their desire 
for vealth are restrained by- their de- 
sire to keep up the outward .appear- 
ance of a Tlinocracy, This love, of 
wealth ,!-^then^.spreadB to the masses. 
who\rlae "up7tn their greed and over- 
throw the Oligarchy, turning the State 
Into a ' Democracy or Schloéracy, as 
we would now term It. Under this 
form of government, everyoneattempts 
to satisfy all his desires re^dless of 
any sense of decorum, and turns from 
one pleasure to anotheSJust as fancy 
takes him. This Democracy is in turn 
overcome by a tyrant who, guided by 
a passion for power,^ through various 
means, gains control over his fellows, 
and finally succeeds' In ruling them 
as he pleases. 

In reviewing these five forms of 
government. It is easy to' see that 
with Plato's definition the aristocracy 
is by far^ the happiest, and ■ conse- 
quently the aristocratic man is the 
happiest individual, while the tyrant 
.Is the most wretched. There are 
three forms of happiness described in 
the "Republic," the happiness of the 
phlK)s6pher, which is wisdom, that 
of the ambitious man, which is, hon- 
our, and that of the wealth -loving 
man, which is gain. The philosopher, 
who . Is acquainted y B-^' ihese 

sources of happiness,' chooses wisdom, 
and tlieia^& we can safely Judge 
that >i^S^9Rn: Itself is the greatest! 
sourcël'pfImpïaiiesB, and that wisdom, 
vlrtuei?and'fhafci)lnes8 are Inseparable. 
Thus Plato decides that, all things! 
considered, the best form, of goverji- ' 
mont is the rule of the phi'losppher, 
and that to insure harmony this form 
must be made universal,,, by force, if 
necessary. ' 

/ Poetry. 

.Jfn the tenth ti\\fi last , book' of the 
'•'Republlç," we find 'thé author' -re- ' 
turning again to tlio subject of poetry, 
which hé seems to consider as a 
harmful influence. Poetry is essen- 
tially an Imitative, that 1h, it has no 
use for the' sclontitlc and the correct. 
U is thus liable to become a. source 
of uurcst, and even of wealiness, In 
as much as it often affecta, our uynir 
pathles to too, great an extent. Iml- 
tatlyé;'poetry,.kherèforé, mus't be re- 
jected, from the- State, and Us plàce 
must 'be' filled by ' hymn :^in honour of 
the" Gods arid Heroes. 

The ' "Republic" , closes » with; an ar- 
gument for- the immortality .'.of the 
soul, and the rewards of virtue -whicli 
await us after death. To evetvthing 
there: Is a parallel vice or disease, by 
which , th^-t, thing can be .destroyed. 
The particular infirmities connected 
with the soul are injustice, intemper- 
ance, cowardice, and ignoiahce, or if 
taken together,, wickedness. But wick-, 
edness cannot .destroy the soul im- 
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mediately, though it may do so me- 
diately., therefore tb« soul ia immor- 
tal. The story of £r, of Armenhis, 
who was taken on a trip to the ettier. 
eal regions in order that he might 
be able to enlighten mortals as to 
what awaited them after death is 
then told, and with this fable the "Re- 
public" is epded. 

Cencluaion. 

Taken in all, llie "Itepublic" is, I 
think, to be considered only as a tan- 
tastlaal dream, in which the autlior 
Imagines the world as it might be. 
Such works as this have a real, posi- 
tive value; as I explained in the first 
part of my paper. This value, how- 
ever, cannot be reckoned In dollars 
and cents, but will vary according to 
the iiilcnaity of our belief or disbe- 
lief in the value of ethical specula- 
tion. 

Mr. Ulamçin then followed up with 
a diseussiun uf the influence of 
Plato's ideas on subsequent literature 
dealing with the subject of the State, 
such as More's "Utopia" and Cam- 
panelli's "City of the Sun.' 

It was shown that though Plato's 
"Republic" is fantastical, yet iU in- 
fluence is far reaching for construc- 
tive ideas on the State. 

Mr. Holtham then spoke, confining 
his remarks tu education as enunciat- 
ed in the "Republic." Plato believed 
n the Communistic idea, and urged 
that children should bo educated en- 
tirely at institutions under State con- 
trol, thus making home training a 
minimum. 

Or. Fryer added materially to the 
discussion by bringing before the 
Club opinions that have been held 
about the "Republic," and Dr. Fryer 
showed that these, opinions, which 
were opposed to Plato had now broken 
down, and that thwe was a distinct 
tendency ot revert tdvPlato philosophy 
of man Hot as an indlviâùal, but as a 
community, " . 

A general discussion took place, dur. 
ing which refreshments were served. 

The meeting then adjourned.

HJ — In view of the foregoing, the 
Military Sub-Committee for the Ad- 
ministration of the Military Service 
Act. baa issued instructiona to the 
Local Military Representatives that 
they should not oppose claims for ex- 
emption made by or on behalf of 
Medical students. Exemptions grant- 
ed to them will, under Military Ser- 
viçe Regulation 4. he. subject to the 
condition, whether expressed In the 
certificate or not. that the man con- 
cerned shall undergo such military 
exercises and training as may, with' 
the approval of the Head of the In- 
stitution at which such education or 
training is proceeding, be directed by 
the Officer .Commanding tlie Military 
District in which such InsUtutlon to 
situated. 

(5) — It is therefore recommended 
that Medical students granted exemp- 
tion in accordance with the foregoing 
be formed into a C.A.M.C. Reserve un- 
der military authority, land subject to 
the following conditions: 

(a) They shall be liable to be called 
up In such numbers and at such 
times as military necessity may re- 
quire. 

(b) They shall be taken on the 
strength .of the University O. T. C, 
or In other definite way he given 
military training by the' University 
under the authority of . the General 
Officer Commanding the District. 

(c) The Medical authorities 'shall 
provide with respect to each student 
a certificate at the middle and end of 
each term to be forwarded to the Oen. 
■ral Officer Commanding the District,

of the year's work in Medicine, and 

n military training. Failure to pass 
examinations, or neglect' of duty dur- 
t|ig term shall be sufficient cause for 
the man's being'imiiiiedlately called up.'
